TALY’S surrender is a good deal 
like the Christm as present which 
we knew we should find in our 
stocking but which is none the less 
a m atter of much rejoicing. 
The capitulation 
of this 
first 
momber of the Axis to go under in 
the Allied flood represents a mili­ 
tary triumph, but the moral effect 
may be ev en greater. 
This is particularly true of the 
Balkans, w'here disaffection is run­ 
ning through the Axis satellites 
and the occupied countries are eag­ 
er to get at H itler’s throat. It will 
cast a long shadow across 
the 
unhappy people of Germany itself. 
Italy’s collapse has robbed the 
Nazi fuehrer of his magic. 
Many adv antages lie in this tri- 
um|ih, but it seems to me that 
the v ital consideration is th at It 
represents the liq uidation of Axis 
power in the whole M editerranean 
theater. * 
ONE thing the .Allies hav e had 
to keep constantly to the fore 
In their plans was that control of 
the M editerranean was essential 
fo r final v ictory. 
Had H itler broken through the 
Russians into the lower Caucasus 
and Middle East, or had he ov er­ 
run Egypt, there’s no telling to 
w hat straits he might hav e driv en 
the United Nations by this time. 
The prelim inaries to the con­ 
q uest of Italy are great pages In 
the history of a global war which 
undoubtedly Is ushering in a new 
epoch in the progress of mankind. 
It Is the record of a really united 
effort. In w tich all the Allies play­ 
ed their parts to the limits of 
Ujelr ability. 
There was the stonewall stand 
of the m agnlflcant Red forces at 
Stalingrad, where H itler broke his 
back last winter. 
Had he 
won 
there he likely would hav e swept 
down the Caucasus into the Mid­ 
dle East. 
There was the gallant Allied de­ 
fense 
which 
stopped 
Rommel’s 
driv e toward the Suez canal. Then 
came Libya, Tripoli, Tunisia and 
Sicily, 
All these contributed 
to 
the present v ictory.

UST as In those grim days of 
a year ago, eo now the o pera­ 
tions of the big three—America. 
Britain and Russia—and the o ther 
Allies, hav e serv ed by coincidence 
or design to complement one an­ 
other. 
The collapse of Italy has set 
H itler’s Balkan bulwarks to shak­ 
ing like reeds In a storm, thereby 
weakening 
his 
defenses 
against 
both the western Allies and the 
Russians. 
Simultaneously 
Marshal 
Stalin 
trium phantly announces the Red 
capture of Stallno, H itler’s 
key 
base in the rich ixinets basin, and 
proclaims in an o rder of the day 
that "the Donets basin is cleared 
o f Germans.” 
Thus the Nazi fuehrer’s whole 
v ast eastern front, and its contin­ 
uation down into the cockpit of 
the Balkans, is rocking under the 
impact, direct or indirect, of the 
v arious Allied operations. The ef­ 
forts of each ally are bolstering 
those of the partners. It’s im port­ 
ant that we keep this firmly in 
mind, in the Interests of unity.

Italy had her moments, the biggest of 
which came when, bolstered by M a rsh a l Erw in R o m m e l's African 
Corps, she began her final drive to conquer Egypt. Here, before 
El Alam ein, M ussolin i made preparations for a trium phal entry 
into Alexandria and C airo as Fascist legions battled in the desert. 
Italy talked of the returning grandeur of ancient Rome. But, at 
El Alam ein, the Italians and G e rm a ns met a determined British 
general named Montgom ery, who beat them to the punch, sm ashed 
the vaunted A frican C o rps and drove the battered rem nants into 
Tunisia. Followed the invasion of Sicily, M u sso lin i's resignation 
and Italy’s capitulation.

End Of The Axis 
ITALY'S un« ;ondltional surrender is the end ol the 
Axis. Germany continues the war alone In Europe, 
except for the Incpnsequentlal help from Its dim­ 
ming third-power satellites. The end of the war Is 
measurably closer. 
In this country Italy’s collapse was taken for 
granted when Mussolini’s government was thrown 
out. The conclusion of the Italian people’s distressing 
experience In the war merely was delayed by the 
Badoglio regime. 
There is no elation over Italy’s defeat—only elation 
over the lightening of the task being performed in 
the Mediterranean by United States soldiers and 
their allies. Many lives will be saved. 
As far as the continuing war with Germany Is 
concerned, there may be no immediate effect, due 
to withdrawal of the main German force In Italy 
Into the north. Italy, itself, the Axis partner, now 
becomes Germany’s prisoner. The meaning of the 
German Invasion, which was carried out tn the 
guise of assistance, is plain. Italy never was any­ 
thing more than Germany’s tool In a war from which 
It stood to gain nothing of value. 
The repercussions inside Germany, wheu they 
occur, may be tremendous. Italy’s surrender is the 
counter-part of Bulgaria's surrender in September 
25 years ago—the beginning of the disintegration 
of the Central Powers. One year ago a prediction 
that Italy would be out of the war in September, 
19 43, would have seemed unduly optimistic, but it 
has happened. There Is some excuse for hoping 
that by the end of the year Germany may have re­ 
peated its collapse of the fall and early winter of 
19 18.

npH E biennial report of Gen. Marshall, chlef-of-stalf 
of the United States army. Is one of the cleareHi 
reports that ever came out of the United States 
government—a tribute to the kind of military leader­ 
ship which has made ArtMiricans proud of their new­ 
ly developed fighting strengtli. 
The report covers the period’from July 
1, 19 41, to 
June 30, 19 43. It deals with the three phases fol­ 
lowing the war’s first phase, which was the un­ 
certainty creatfMj by the fall of France, and the 
second phase, commencing with the Battle of Britain 
and the German declaration of war against Hussla. 
These were dealt with in Gen. Marshall’s flr. 8t re­ 
port as chlef-of-staff. 
The third phase consisted of the effort to develop

world events; it was concluded suddenly with Japan's 
blow at Pearl Harbor. In the fourth phase, the 
United Btate.s began complete mobilization and de­ 
veloped coordination with its allies. The Axis still 
held the offensive. The fifth phase, in which we now 
are engaged, “involves the launching of Allied mili­ 
tary power against our enemies in a .series of con­ 
stantly increasing offensive blows until they are 
beaten into complete 
8ubmi.ssion’’—a sample of the 
report’s vigorous style. 
The whole story is there, concisely told, witli 
exi>lanatory notes and charts to supply more de 
tailed information about the develojjment and use of 
our military strength in a war whose nature at the 
moment testifies to tlie success of the t>ioje« t in 
which Gen. Marshall has been so vitally inipurtant. 
Perhaps the recurrent theme of greatest interest is 
supply—the things that could not be done and the 
things that later could be done because supply prob­ 
lems were solved. The heroism of our fighting men 
was futile on Bataan peninsula when supplies could 
not be sent; it was instrumental in bringing a greai 
victory in Tunisia, when supplies could be sent.

Britain And Russia Make No Bones 


Ab out Their Territorial 
Prog rams 


In Contrast To Our Silence

t F any o ne thinks this is a war to giv e all peo ples 
* o f the wo rld their independence o f go v ernment, 
he Is mistaken. 
It Is a war for the liberation of European civiliza­ 
tion from the brutal tyranny of the Nazis and 
Fascists. 
It is a war for the rwovery from them of all the 
territory lost by the .Allied nations—and It is also 
a war to save our own skins from being nailed to 
the fence by the Japanei?p. 
I like the British and the Russian statesmen for 
one thing. That is tiieir realistic attitude toward the 
post-war situation, with references to territory. 
They make no bones of a matter that our own 
master minds prefer not to discuss at this time oa 
the ground It might lead to ill feeling against our 
Allies and impair our war effort. 
This seems a curious idea In view of the fact 
that our Allies have not only thoroughly discussed, 
but apparently have settled the matter as far as 
they are concerned. No one can say after the war 
that we were deceived by either Russia or Britain 
as to their territorial intentions. 
PRIME 
MINISTFHI 
CHURCHILL, 
speaking 
for 
Britain, has said in effect that if anyone thinks 
the empire is going to be pared down their shirt-tail 
is out. His statement was much criticized in this 
country but it was fair notice and you may be sure 
there will be no change in the British attitude when 
they sit down to the peace table. 
The Russians have made it clear that they Intend 
taking the Baltic states and a chunk of Poland. 
Even the Hollanders, through their government-in- 
exile, have declared they expect to get back the 
Dutch East Indies and the French surely will expect 
the return of their former colonial possessions. 
Some Americans may not like the arrangement* 
but there Is nothing this nation can do about It, 
unless we want to go to war again, which is most 
improbable. We will just reflect philosophically that 
those little nations and tho.se various territories are 
probably better off under the rule of the big fellows 
and let it go at that. 
Y 
OU may be sure we will not inquire of the peoples 
of the minor nations and territories what they 
think of it. We may agree it is slightly incongruous 
to fight a war for the political liberty of one people 
and ignore the political liberty of another, but we 
will not go looking for trouble on that ijartlcular 
score. 
The United States wants nothing in the way of 
territory from this war expect the recovery of Wake 
island and Guam for our,own and the Philippines for 
the Filipinos. The Philippines no longer will be ours 
in the sense they were before the war even after 
we chase the Japs into the China sea because we are 
under legislative promise to give them independence. 
The Philippines will be one of the few former 
colonial possessions of a great power to emerge 
from the war as a nation in its own right, though 
we probably always will retain a certain protective 
interest in the islands. The only new territory we 
are likely to aecuniulato will be the Carolines and 
the other islands of the Pacific that the Japanese 
have turned into ocean forts.

LONG time » go ther» w m a proposal before 
congress called the Ruml plan of income tax 
reform. In legislative form, it took the name of the 
Ciupper-Carlson bill. 
The original idea was to enact the bill in plenty 
of time before last March 16 to put all income tax 
payers on a pay-as-you-go basis on that date, ac­ 
counting deadline for taxes payable on tlte previous 
year’s Income. That idea was blocked by the bill’s 
opponents in congress and the “experts” who ad­ 
vise the treasury department. 
The measure was clear. It called for ptitting in­ 
come taxes on a current liasia by skipping payments 
due on income already disposed of.

ON'TINUING with the Twill Analysis of Public 
Prejudice, we come today to the question of 
slacks for women. 
Slacks are here to stay, believe 6? percent of the 
American public. .Men are surer than women, with 
78 percent. Women are only 46 percent sure. Many 
women explain they never can be sure where their 
slacks are there to stay or not, due to the difficulties 
of anchoring them. 
A sharp distinction hefween slacks for work and 
slacks tor recreation is revealed iu the study. Ninety- 
five percent of the men are in favor of anything 
that will make women more efficient. Only 5 per­ 
cent of those replying to the question: If slacks 
make women workers more efficient, are you in 
favor of them ?—replied in the negative. It was ap­ 
parent from sample comments that the dissenting 5 
percent thought if women 
workers didn’t wear 
slacks men would be more efficient. “I’m in favor of 
anything that will relieve the dull monotony of war 
production ” was a statement frequently encountered.

Typical comment: “Pleats would give a girl a little 
more to go and come on when she bends over”— 
“ Pleats would .serve the same purpose as shrubbery 
planted urounu a liouse and Ineak up the unrelieved 
expanses, if you know what I mean.” 
Among men. c omments ran in favor of doing away 
with the campus influence on the length of slacks. 
Typical comment;

On the other band, it was conceded by a 
n u m b e r 
of men that this may be caused by shrinkage. “I 
had a pair that did that once for me.” admitted one 
pre-Pearl Hari>or father holding a responsible posi­ 
tion in a defense plant. “So I just used them after 
that for wearing around the house, where it didn’t 
matter.” 
On the whole, it is the feeling of a majority of both 
men and women that slacks for women now are 
going throu.gh the same stage as bobbed hair went 
through a number of years ago when everybody had 
strong feelin.us for and against it but all that mat­ 
tered was the tact everybody went ¿ihead and did 
it anyway, “if slacks look funny on some women 
that’s their funeral." laughed one young war worker 
with a 24-inch waistline. "Me, I don’t find they make 
any difference whether 
1 wear ’em to work or to go 
on a picnic. My bi>y friend—he’s in Australia 
tells 
me he Uiinks I’m cute no matter what 
1 wear.”

ITALY’S surrender is a good deal 
like the Christm as present which 
we knew we should find in our 
stocking but which is none the less 
a m atter of much rejoicing. 
The capitulation 
of this 
first 
member of the Axis to go under in 
the Allied flood represents a mili­ 
tary triumph, but the moral effect 
may be even greater. 
This is particularly true of the 
Balkans, where disaffection is run­ 
ning through the Axis satellites 
and the occupied countries are eag­ 
er to get at H itler’s throat.

Italy’s collapse has robbed the 
Nazi fuehrer of his magic.

Far Short Of Ohio Need, 


Health Head Reports

propriation clouds Ohio’s matern­ 
ity and infant care program for the 
wives of non-commissioned service­ 
men. State Health Director R. H.

"The U. S. children’s bureau has 
allocated $126,240 to Ohio for Sep­ 
tember maternity care,” Dr. Mark­ 
with said, "although we estimated 
we would process 2,477 applications 
this month, involving approximate­ 
ly $222,930 in earmarked funds at 
an average of $90 a case. 
Congress May Set More Funds 
"The bureau notified us that the 
balance of Its original appropria­ 
tion of $4,600,000 has been allocat­ 
ed to participating states on a pro 
rata basis, making $126,240 avail­ 
able to Ohio. 
"The bureau said congress is 
expected to appropriate additional 
money, however, after it recon: 
venes next Tuesday. 
Since Uncle Sam has earmarked 
all remaining funds, Ohio is set­ 
ting aside its portion to finance 
the care of wives who expect the 
stork within a few weeks. 
“The only practical approach.” 
Dr. Markwith said, "is to encum­ 
ber the money for the most press­ 
ing cases. We shall await congres­ 
sional action and additional funds 
before pledging money for wives 
who expect to become mothers in 
future months.” 
1,000 Ask Medical Care 
Dr. Markwith also reported more 
than 1.000 requests received this 
week from servicemen's wives for 
applications to qualify 
their in­ 
fants less than one year old for 
government-financed medical care. 
Under infant care, separate from 
the maternity program, the govern­ 
ment allows a maximum of $22 
for doctor’s fees and hospltallia- 
tion up to 14 days at not more than 
$5.50 daily for any serviceman's 
child that has not reached its first 
birthday. 
The director said the program 
was designed “only for children 
that are seriously ill and not for 
routine care of well Infants.”

vTA LY ’S unconditional surrender is the end of the 


Axis. Germany continues the war alone in Europe, 
except for the lncpnsequential help from its dim ­ 
m ing third-power satellites. The end of the w ar Is 
m easurably closer. 
In this country Italy’s collapse was taken for 
granted when Mussolini’s governm ent was thrown 
out. The conclusion of the Italian people’s distressing 
experience in the war m erely was delayed by the 
Badogllo regime. 
There is no elation over Italy’s defeat—only elation 
over the lightening of the task being performed in 
the M editerranean by United States soldiers and 
their allies. Many lives will be saved. 
As far as the continuing w ar with Germ any Is 
concerned, there may be no Immediate effect, due 
to withdrawal of the m ain German force in Italy 
into the north. Italy, Itself, the Axis partner, now 
becomes Germany's prisoner. The m eaning of the 
Germ an invasion, which was carried out hi the 
guise of assistance, is plain.

SURPRISED NAZIS 
CRY ‘BETRAYAL!’ 


Radio Makes It Plain Reich 


Was Kept In The Dark 


By Th* A mot laird Pre**. 
LONDON, Sept. 9—The German 
radio screamed "betrayal” In giv­ 
ing the German people news of 
Italy's unconditional surrender. 
The official German news agency 
DNB made It plain that the Nazis 
had not been taken into the con­ 
fidence of King Vittorio Emanuele 
and Marshal Badoglio when the 
Italian government decided to get 
out of the war. 
Shifting Its propaganda line to 
keep up with events, Berlin said 
an American-British “plot” over­ 
turned the Fascist regime of Pre­ 
mier Mussolini, which it described 
as loyal to Berlin. 
Just after July 25, when Musso­ 
lini fell, Berlin said that Fascism 
In Italy has proved sterile and 
quite properly was ousted. 
Then 
the Germans obviously hoped to 
keep Italy In the war through the 
Badoglio government. 
‘Since the criminal plot against 


ll Dace of July 25, and the coup 
d'etat prepared in cooperation with 
the British and Americans for re­ 
moval of the Fascist regime, which 
was loyal to the alliance, German 
authorities were prepared for such 
open treachery and they therefore 
took all the measures required by 
the situation.” said the broadcast, 
recorded by the Associated Press. 
“The criminal plot against the de­ 
fenders of Europe will fail ulti­ 
mately, Just as all similar actions.’’ 
Berlin’s announcement of Italy’s 
fall trailed by several hours Mar­ 
shal Badoglio's proclamation to the 
Italians over the Rome radio. 
Communication Cut 
Quoting Allied announcements on 
the capitulation and stating that 
an armistice was now in effect, 
Berlin added bitterly: 
“Marshal Badoglio In the mean­ 
time confirmed the capitulation in 
a broadcast from Rome, although 
the king of Italy only on Sept 8 
had rejected as slander the sugges­ 
tion that Italy was thinking of 
capitulation. 
“Badoglio admitted that he had 
asked Gen. Elsenhower for an ar­ 
mistice.” 
All telephone communication be­ 
tween Berlin and Italy have been 
severed, 
Berlin

night, declaring that the Italians 
had refused to accept urgent calls 
by way of Hungary or Switzerland.

The Nasi Version 
Germans Say Duce Was Tied 
To Stretcher, Spirited Away 


By The AMwiiltd Press. 
The Berlin radio today broadcast its version of Benito Mussolini’s 
downfall—that Mussolini was "dragged by brute force" from the royal 
palace, strapped to a stretcher and spirited away in an ambulance. 
His removal on July 25, the broadcast said, was the result of a 
secretly-planned coup d'etat between King Vittorio Ktnanuele and the 
present premier, Pietro Badoglio. 
*K 
"It seems to be certain.” the 
broadcast said, that ll Duce was 
taken to Ponza Island, In the Gulf 
of Gaeta about 75 miles southeast 
of Rome. 
The radio gave this version of 
Mussolini's ‘'abduction": 
ll I)nce had requested an inter­ 
view with the king to request full 
powers to halt sabotage, the “cow­ 
ardly desertion” of generals and 
other officers of the air force In 
Sicily, the “unsocial attitude” of 
superior Italian officers and cor­ 
ruption in the army. 
He was taken completely by sur­ 
prise when, at the close of the in­ 
terview, the king said: 
"I must inform you that your 
successor already has been desig­ 
nated and in fact entered office. 
This man Is Marshal Badoglio, Put 
yourself at hi» disposal.” 
Mussolini answered that he felt 
strong enough, in order to save 
the Italian people, to oppose the 
crown and if necessary eveu the 
array.
